Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson is one of 
the most competent men i n the gov ern­ 
ment.

Since when has Abe Fortes, 
for instance, become a food authority su­ 
perior to Secretary of Agriculture Ander­ 
son? The story goes that Anderson was by ­ 
passed because he would not agree to the 
impossible and that he considered the wel­ 
fare of the American farmer as more im­ 
portant than the curb-stone commitments 
of Secretary Marshall. 
But there is another point to all this: The 
principal requirements of hungry people 
are fats and*breadstuffs. Fats, whether ani­ 
mal or v egetable, are a psy siological nec- 
essity . Any food ex pert approaches a feed- 
I ing problem with fats first in mind. You 
will recall how* all through the war ev ery 


j citizen was requested to sav e fats and how 
I the butchers cooperated in this campaign. 
Fats were as important then as guns, if 
y ou recall the bally hoo. 
Well, here is Mr. Luckman, soap manu­ 
facturer, who ought to know something 
about fats, say ing nothing a b o u t sav ing 
fats. He wants to reduce the consumption 
of poultry and eggs—why , the Lord only 
knows—but not a word is said about reduc­ 
ing the consumption of fats. In fact, he 
would feed our cattle less grain so that 
they would hav e less fat. If this is a gen­ 
uine feeding program, fats must come 
first. If nothing is said or done about fats, 
ex cept to reduce them on the hoof, there is 
something v ery phony about the program. 
Why cut the distillers and the brewers and 
not the soap companies? Will someone ex ­ 
plain that? May be a Congressional com­ 
mittee might look into that, but not a com­ 
mittee, whether Republican or Democrat­ 
ic, which is committed to the New Deal 
concept of controls.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Reflex Headaches Caused By 
M any Different Disorders 


Few occurrences cause as much dismay 
as the first snowfall. 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D 
IF y o u hit y o u r thu mb with a 
hammer, y o u ex p ect y o u r thu mb to 
hu rt an d wo u ld 
be amazed if, in ­ 
stead , y o u su d d en ly go t 
a sev ere 
p ain in y o u r head . 
Yet that is almo st ex actly what 
hap p en s in certain 
other co n d itio n s, 
where a d istu rban ce in one p art o f 
the bo d y , thro u gh its effects on the 
n erv es, cau ses p ain so mewhere else. 
There is, fo r in stan ce, a who le gro u p 
o f su ch head aches. They are called 
reflex head aches, an d may be d u e 
to d iso rd ers in n early an y 
organ. 


Cause of Pain 
Distu rban ces in the n o se are a 
freq u en t cau se o f p ain s in the fro n t 
p art o f the head which may be either 
o f a sho o tin g o r a bo rin g character. 
Chro n ic in fectio n o f the air cham 
hers o r sin u ses, ben d in g o f the car­ 
tilage which d iv id es the two cham­ 
bers o f the n o se o r in flammatio n 
an d thicken in g o f its lin in g mem­ 
bran e may all be resp o n sible fo r 
reflex head aches o f this so rt. They 
freq u en tly begin d u rin g the mo rn ­ 
in g an d so metimes last all d ay . As 
a ru le, there is so me blo ckin g o f the 
n asal p assages an d an in crease 
in 
the n asal secretio n s. Fo rtu n ately , 
these co n d itio n s are easily d iag­ 
n o sed . On ce d isco v ered , they may be 
o v erco me by p ro p er treatm en t an d - 
when they are, the head ache v an ­ 
ishes. 
Certain ey e d iso rd ers, su ch as 
glau co ma in which there is in ­ 
creased p ressu re o f the flu id in the 
ey eball, an d ey estrain , also may 
p ro d u ce reflex head aches. These 
head aches also are in the fro n t p art 
o f the head , are u su ally mo d erate 
in sev erity an d cau se d u ll p ain . 
Continuous Attacks 
The attacks are, generally , con 


(When ev er there is head ache o f this 
ty p e in the fro n t p art o f the head , 
carefu l stu d y o f the ey es by an ey e 
sp ecialist is ad v isable. 
Ear d iseases, su ch as in flamma­ 
tio n o f the mid d le p art o f the ear 
cau se p ain s o n the sid e o f the head , 
which are sho o tin g o r bo rin g in 
character. Head ache is o ften asso ­ 
ciated with rin gin g in the ears, p o o r 
hearin g, an d so metimes attacks o f 
d izzin ess. 
Pain in Temple 
To o th d iso rd ers may cau se p ain 
in o n e temp le. When a head ache o f 
this ty p e o ccu rs, X-ray ex amin atio n 
o f the teeth sho u ld be cairied o u t. 
Reflex head aches may be cau sed 
by in d igestio n o r d y sp ep sia, as well 
as by co n stip atio n . The head p ain 
in su ch cases is gen erally d u ll an d 
sp read s o v er the en tire head . Fre­ 
q u en tly , p ain is less after 
a bo wel 
mo v emen t. 
Similar Headaches 
In wo men , d iso rd ers affectin g the 
wo mb may p ro d u ce head aches o f a 
similar n atu re to tho se cau sed by 
d igestiv e d iso rd ers. 
Fro m these facts, it may be seen 
that to d etermin e the cau se fo r the 
head ache, a co mp lete an d carefu l 
ex amin atio n 
is 
n ecessary . 
On ly 
after the cau se o f the head ache is 
fo u n d , can an y effectiv e treatmen t 
to get rid o f it be carried o u t. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
R. V.: What can a p erso n d o to 
I : rid o f freckles? 
Answer: Freckles are d u e to ex ­ 
cessiv e p igmen tatio n o f sp o ts in the 
skin . There is n o t mu ch that can be 
d o n e to get rid of freckles. Vario u s 
bleaches hav e been u sed , bu t the 
p ain an d irritatio n that ihey cau se 
are far more tro u bleso me than the 
freckles themselv es. I suggest that 
tin u o u s, that is, they last all d ay . y o u fo rget abo u t the matter.

GAINS THREE-STAR RANK AT AGE OF FORTY

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Lt. Gen. 
Laurie Norated <• probably the 
only high braes hat not surround­ 
ed with legends reflecting his per­ 
sonality. 
The reason is not that the gen­ 
eral lacks color. It Is that he has 
risen so rapidly (from a captain 
to a brigadier general in two 
years and is now a lieutenant gen­ 
eral at the age of 40) that legends 
have not had time to catch up 
with him. 
Already the “youngster" on the 
general stall of the Army has 
been the key man In two mam- 
mouth undertakings: 
1—Dropping the atomic bombs 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki.
